The sheriff's office is ready, willing 
and anxious to join forces with ev­ 
ery officer in Pontotoc county for the 
Improvement of every department but 
until we can have the oo-operatton 
of those higher in authority we feel 
that o u t efforts are in vain.

ma. 
Internal Revenue Commission Cap­ 
er being out of the city, one of his 
assistants had this to say in refer­ 
ence to the -Haskell request. 
“We received and refused a simi­ 
lar request from South Dakota a 
few months ago. 
The law is plain; 
we issue a federal liquor 
re­ 
ceipt to any one who applies and 
pays the amount Axed by statue for 
selling liquor. It is not license to do 
business, but an evidence that the 
federal liquor tax law has been com­ 
plied with. It does not give impi unity 
to any man who undertakes ^o sell 
liquor in a state or section where 
the sale of liquor is prohibited. 
“Instead of being an aid to viola­ 
tors, it ought to be an aid to the 
Oklahoma state officials in enforcing 
the law. in -that it furnishes them 
with a clew as to who -is probably 
selling liquor in the state. 
“We do not look for any instruc­ 
tions to refuse to issue such licenses 
iii Oklahoma or elsewhere until the 
federal law is changed.’’
